He has said that he will divide his 
time between ‘ these homes when his 
current tour of duty as head- of the 
American embassy in London ends,

When he became ambassador to 
Great Britain Annenberg resigned as 
board chairman of Triangle Publica- 
tions, at Radnor, Pa. which publishes 
TV Guide, Seventeen, and the Racing 
Form. He stayed on as a director, but 
the chairmanship has remained vacant. 

A year and half ago a $65,000 execu- 
tive suite was added to the TV Guide 
building in Radnor, a suburb of Phila- 
delphia.
